KILLED A GIEL. 

Oik -Kjuil Sam, an ludlaii, Shoots at Uls Wife, 
Missi'H Her aiiU Kills a Titttle Olrl, 

riinbo Island was the scene of a tragedy 
on Friday niorning last, which resulted in 
the death of a little girl about eight years 
of age. Mr. Tatton, a resident of Timbo 
Island, states that on Friday niorning he 
heard a shot in the direction of a cabin 
situated a sliia't distaiico from his house, 
occupied by a one-eyed Indian called 
Sam and his family, and on looking m 
ward the cabin he saw an Indian running 
i'ii])idly away. He went to the cabin and 
learneil from the Indian's Idootchnian 
that her man (Sam) had been ipiarreling 
with her, and liecoming enraged had 
picked up his shot-gini and alteiiipled to 
shoot her, but she caught hold of the 
gun and pusliiiig it to one side, the cliarge 
missed the klootchnian and entered the 
body of a little girl, a niece of Tattoii's 
wife, who was sitting a few feet away. 
The whole charge passed completely 
through the lungs, causing the death of 
tlie child in two hours. 

It is supposed thai in the aficriioon the 
Indian stole a skill' and went over to 
Satiirna Island, for in llie evening Tatton 
saw a skill that he hud missed hauled up 
on the beach on Siiturna Island, and on 
going to lidic the skill' home siiw the 
tracks ol the Indian and his klootchnian 
in the sand. 

On Saturday evening Tatlon came up 
lo Muyiio Island und laid the information 
before Mr. Put/,, who ininiediately went 
down to Saturna to warn the settlers 
thereto secure their bouts so as not lo 
give the murderer a chance of escaping. 
Owing to rough weather, Mr. Putz wus 
not able to reach Timbo Island to hold an 
iiii|ue8t. 

It is supposed that the Indian is at 
large on Saturna Island, but his chances 
for escaping from there are veiy small. 
Superintendent Roycraft has been in 
formed of the murder, and a speedy 
capture of the Indian will no doubt he 
made.
